The organism causes a "typical "warty t" outgrowth j 
generally from the eyes. It resembles cauliflower very 
mucK in its appearance. At first the,y are whitish, or 
about the color of the tuber. With age they become dark 
brown. The size may vary from that of ^ pea to the; size 
of the tuber itself, sometime'covering the whole potato. 


The potato wart organism was brought into Pennsyl- 


vania in 1911 or 1912 when large quantities of European 
potatoes were brought to this country. The disease has 
been serious in Europe for ifnany years, 'some countries 
are unable to grow potatoes profitably. Shipments of 
European potatoes have been traced to many parts of 
Pennsylvania. The Federal Department of Agriculture 
in co-operation with the Pathology Department of the 
Pennsylvania State College hope to locate any undiscov- 
ered infestations this summer. 


Pennsylvania ranks high as a potato growing state. 


Tja.st year we raised over 24 million bushels of potatoes. 
The common disease of the potato reduced the yield about 
six million bushels. Potato Wart is thought by pathoio- 
gists to be the potatoes' most serious enemy. Every farm- 
er, gardener and citizen should help to fight Potato Wart. 
It cannot be seen on the stalks during the growing season. 
Therefore, everybod should watch when digging potatoes 
and send suspicious specimens to the Pathology Depart- 
ment of the Pennsylvania State College. Information 
concerning the disease and bulletins on the subject can be 
had by addressing the Plant Pathology Department at 
State College, Pennsylvania.

The ivar has cost 
the Country the lives of nearly: JOQ;- 
'000 soldiers—-men from every trade, 
calling and station in life. Hundreds 
of thousands more have been incapac- 
itated by wounds or unSerminetl in 
health. In any circumstances, out of 
the. war there must follow a new and 
far-jreaqhing redistribution of the op- 
portunities to work and gain a liveli- 
hood. 


There is no ship in the United 


•States, navy for which the people of 
the country feel a livelier affection 
than the old battleship Oregon. And 
In offering this famous craft to the 
state for which. It was named, "to be 
preserved 
for 
historical 
purposes, 


without expense to the navy," the 
government only partly meets the 
wishes of the nation. Would it not 
'have! been better for the government 
Itself to have provided for the preser- 
vation of the fine old relic, rather than 
to have left this responsibility to a 
single state? The Oregon belongs to 
the country, and the country would 
have been glad to pay the costs of her 
preservation.

The grain shipper in the Southern 


states" fids to' Contend with one prbb^ 
lem pecnlinrto that region which is be- 
yond his control." Yet he can indirect- 
ly exert iin'influence toward Its eradlr. 
cation. The problem is weevils in corn. 
While the matter rests primarily wittt 
the farmer, and. while he is a heav^er. 
loser than the shipper, the business of 
the latter is handicapped. 


Against the increase of live weevils. 


In corn the shipper can use only pre- 
cautionary measures while the grain is 
in his elevator or in transit after ship- 
ment. The aim should be to destroy 
them before the grain is shipped. 
When this Is not done the weevils may 
increase enormously, in hot weather, 
should the car be delayed in transit or 
not be unloaded promptly on ita ar- 
rival at the terminal market. 


H the grain, when Inspected at the 


terminal market, is found to be "in- 
fested with live weevils or other in- 
sects injurious to stored grain," it will 
be graded sample grade vmder the ap- 
plication of the federal grades. Gora 
shipped as No. 3, for instance, might 
easily fall to sample grade because of J 
its being infested with live weevils.. ' 


A point that the grain shipper must 


consider is that the corn.may go. .into 
storage on its arrival at a terminal 
market. 
No terminal elevator Com- 


pany will put corn containing .live, 
weevils into its bins unless intending 
to treat the grain at once in order to 
kill the weevils. 


White the grain dealer can destroy 


the weevils in his elevator or ware- 
house, this does not nffect the source 
of supply whiqh i,s on the farm. 


It has been estimated that weevils, 


cause an average annual toss of 10 per 
cent of the corn crop in the Southern 
states. This loss can be prevented. 
The control of weevils, It is said, is. 
simple. It is discussed at length ia 
Farmers' Bulletin No. 1029 of the Uni- 
ted States.department of agriculture, 
Every grain dealer should send for a 
copy.

LONDON, Aug. 20 —With the nam- 


ing of Viscount Giey of Falloclen to 
represent the British government ac 
Washington many of the statements 
made years ago in regard to his abil- 
ity as a statesman are being recalled. 
He offers the remarkable example of 
a man who acquired fame in a Career 
Chat is at heart distasteful to him. 


The Ute King Leopold of Belgjum 


said of him: "Grey will some day be 
the master of Europe, and he is a man 
we Belgians want as a friend." Glad- 
stone remarked: "Edward Grey might 
be anything he liked in public life, but 
he prefers to go a-fishing." 


Grey never1 had any real liking for 


a parliamentary life, but he was forc- 
ed along, step by step, through h»a 
own Benifls,,- He was only 23 years 
old when he entered parliament, and 
after his first speech he said to a 
Friend who congratulated 
him: 
'Jf[ 


feel convinced of my unfitness far a 
pursuit which I dislike, one which in- 
terferes with all my private comfort, 
and which I only sigh for an oppor- 
tunity to abandon decidely and for- 
ever." 


Many honors came to him early m' 


life. He was only 30 when he became 
Secretary of. Foreign Affairs, and at 
42 he was Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs. When the Order of the 
Garter was conferred upon him he 
was the first commoner in ISO 
to receive it.

The organism causes a "typical "warty t" outgrowth j 
generally from the eyes. It resembles cauliflower very 
mucK in its appearance. At first the,y are whitish, or 
about the color of the tuber. With age they become dark 
brown. The size may vary from that of ^ pea to the; size 
of the tuber itself, sometime'covering the whole potato. 


The potato wart organism was brought into Pennsyl- 


vania in 1911 or 1912 when large quantities of European 
potatoes were brought to this country. The disease has 
been serious in Europe for ifnany years, 'some countries 
are unable to grow potatoes profitably. Shipments of 
European potatoes have been traced to many parts of 
Pennsylvania. The Federal Department of Agriculture 
in co-operation with the Pathology Department of the 
Pennsylvania State College hope to locate any undiscov- 
ered infestations this summer. 


Pennsylvania ranks high as a potato growing state. 


Tja.st year we raised over 24 million bushels of potatoes. 
The common disease of the potato reduced the yield about 
six million bushels. Potato Wart is thought by pathoio- 
gists to be the potatoes' most serious enemy. Every farm- 
er, gardener and citizen should help to fight Potato Wart. 
It cannot be seen on the stalks during the growing season. 
Therefore, everybod should watch when digging potatoes 
and send suspicious specimens to the Pathology Depart- 
ment of the Pennsylvania State College. Information 
concerning the disease and bulletins on the subject can be 
had by addressing the Plant Pathology Department at 
State College, Pennsylvania.

In the 


labor .situation in Great Britain, aa 
all oser Europe, there enters an im- 
porftiBt new factor. The ivar has cost 
the Country the lives of nearly: JOQ;- 
'000 soldiers—-men from every trade, 
calling and station in life. Hundreds 
of thousands more have been incapac- 
itated by wounds or unSerminetl in 
health. In any circumstances, out of 
the. war there must follow a new and 
far-jreaqhing redistribution of the op- 
portunities to work and gain a liveli- 
hood. 


There is no ship in the United 


•States, navy for which the people of 
the country feel a livelier affection 
than the old battleship Oregon. And 
In offering this famous craft to the 
state for which. It was named, "to be 
preserved 
for 
historical 
purposes, 


without expense to the navy," the 
government only partly meets the 
wishes of the nation. Would it not 
'have! been better for the government 
Itself to have provided for the preser- 
vation of the fine old relic, rather than 
to have left this responsibility to a 
single state? The Oregon belongs to 
the country, and the country would 
have been glad to pay the costs of her 
preservation.

The grain shipper in the Southern 


states" fids to' Contend with one prbb^ 
lem pecnlinrto that region which is be- 
yond his control." Yet he can indirect- 
ly exert iin'influence toward Its eradlr. 
cation. The problem is weevils in corn. 
While the matter rests primarily wittt 
the farmer, and. while he is a heav^er. 
loser than the shipper, the business of 
the latter is handicapped. 


Against the increase of live weevils. 


In corn the shipper can use only pre- 
cautionary measures while the grain is 
in his elevator or in transit after ship- 
ment. The aim should be to destroy 
them before the grain is shipped. 
When this Is not done the weevils may 
increase enormously, in hot weather, 
should the car be delayed in transit or 
not be unloaded promptly on ita ar- 
rival at the terminal market. 


H the grain, when Inspected at the 


terminal market, is found to be "in- 
fested with live weevils or other in- 
sects injurious to stored grain," it will 
be graded sample grade vmder the ap- 
plication of the federal grades. Gora 
shipped as No. 3, for instance, might 
easily fall to sample grade because of J 
its being infested with live weevils.. ' 


A point that the grain shipper must 


consider is that the corn.may go. .into 
storage on its arrival at a terminal 
market. 
No terminal elevator Com- 


pany will put corn containing .live, 
weevils into its bins unless intending 
to treat the grain at once in order to 
kill the weevils. 


White the grain dealer can destroy 


the weevils in his elevator or ware- 
house, this does not nffect the source 
of supply whiqh i,s on the farm. 


It has been estimated that weevils, 


cause an average annual toss of 10 per 
cent of the corn crop in the Southern 
states. This loss can be prevented. 
The control of weevils, It is said, is. 
simple. It is discussed at length ia 
Farmers' Bulletin No. 1029 of the Uni- 
ted States.department of agriculture, 
Every grain dealer should send for a 
copy.

made years ago in regard to his abil- 
ity as a statesman are being recalled. 
He offers the remarkable example of 
a man who acquired fame in a Career 
Chat is at heart distasteful to him. 


The Ute King Leopold of Belgjum 


said of him: "Grey will some day be 
the master of Europe, and he is a man 
we Belgians want as a friend." Glad- 
stone remarked: "Edward Grey might 
be anything he liked in public life, but 
he prefers to go a-fishing." 


Grey never1 had any real liking for 


a parliamentary life, but he was forc- 
ed along, step by step, through h»a 
own Benifls,,- He was only 23 years 
old when he entered parliament, and 
after his first speech he said to a 
Friend who congratulated 
him: 
'Jf[ 


feel convinced of my unfitness far a 
pursuit which I dislike, one which in- 
terferes with all my private comfort, 
and which I only sigh for an oppor- 
tunity to abandon decidely and for- 
ever." 


Many honors came to him early m' 


life. He was only 30 when he became 
Secretary of. Foreign Affairs, and at 
42 he was Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs. When the Order of the 
Garter was conferred upon him he 
was the first commoner in ISO 
to receive it. 


The year he entered parliament, 


jroung Grey made a marriage that was j 
ideal In every regard. His wife was 
Dorothy Widrmgton of Newton Hall I 
in Northumberland, a beautiful and' 
accomplished girl who loved country!

his opponent. 


Lady Grey was killed in a carriage 


accident and he was left with only the 
memory of 21 years of perfect wedded 
happiness.

ed an attentive house because he nev- 
er appeared unless he had something 
of importance to say.
